4) SCAG safety officers will be wearing an orange vest
during an emergency. Please follow their instructions.

Note that only stairwell #3 goes to the roof. Do not
evacuate to the roof unless instructed to by Floor
Wardens or Fire Department Personnel.

Upon meeting at 8th and Figueroa, roll will be taken. Do
not leave the area without making contact with a floor
warden, who will be wearing an orange vest.
